OVERTON. Texas, March 20 — (INS) 
- Full significance of the catastrophe 
that exploded in their rich, happy com­ 
munity was felt by residents here to­

sense, for the hundreds of teen age 
g ills and boys who perished in cue of 
history's 
greatest

tragedies, 
Thursday afternoon when their school 
house, rock ted by an explosion, crum­ 
bled ami buried them under tons of 
debris. 
Today was the first time many of the 
fcilizeiis had seen with their ow n eyes 
the awful i es ii its of the disaster. I hir­ 
ing tile search for the bodies, gl im Na-, 
tarnal Guardsmen's law at the* death; 
scene had blocked their efforts to m ove1 
into the stricken area. 
The military opened a court of in­ 
turn.\ rn att attempt to find out what 
actually caused the explosion at th e 1 
New London consolidated school, an 
ultra-modern structure. 
Captain Z. Coombes, of the Texas 
National Guard, in charge of the mili­ 
tary 
investigation, 
announced 
that 
about 15 or 20 w itnesses have 
summoned. He said the probe may last 
as long as three days. 
"We want to get to the bottom of 
this disaster," he said. 
"We tire not 
attempting to bx blame, Dut something 
m ay come out during the probe that 
w ill prevent a recurrence of explosions 
pf this kind.” 
it is generally agreed by officials 
that the blast was caused by accum u­ 
lated *gas. 
Serving as a technical adviser in the 
probe was Dr, K. P. Sehoch. w ell­ 
known explosive expert and professor 
of chemical engineering at the Uni­ 
versity of Texas. 
Dr. Sehoch declared before the in- 
vt stigation started that he had two 
definite theories as to the cause of the 
explosion, but declined to reveal them 
in detail. 
H e did say, however, that the hollow 
tiles that were part o f the building 
w ere the best gas chambers that ever 
existed. This was interpreted to mean 
Dr. Sehoch theorized that gas had 
se. ped into the w alls and finally burst 
forth in the blast that brought the 
building down on the heads of about 
Tao children. 
Exact estim ates of the dead still re­ 
mained unknown, despite the tireless 
efforts of the Red Cross, local radio 
station and other agencies to arrive at 
official figures. 
However, must te n ­ 
able sources agreed it would run be­ 
tween 450 aud 500. Difficulty was ex­ 
perienced in counting bodies accurate­ 
ly because, after the blast, they were 
taken to widely separated places with­ 
in a 40-mile area. Some Overton chil­ 
dren were taken to Henderson, about 
29 miles away, and Henderson young 
wont to Tyler, about 40 m iles distant 
Frantic mothers and fathers rushed 
about in cars and on foot, lifting white 
sheets that covered still forms here 
and there in a search for their sons 
and daughters. It was feared som e of 
them may never be identified, so bat­ 
tered were their bodies. 
The gigantic task of hunting for bod­ 
ies in the I ains of the ill-fated school 
has end. i. with authorities convinced 
that all the bodies have been found. 
About a thousand workmen quit their 
la bors last night after upturning with 
hare hand 
and derrick more than 
half of 
the brick and steel in the 
wrecked st ructu re. 
Preparing for today’s mass-burials, 
scores of morticians worked until the 
ear 1> hours of today under dim lights 
at til*- rear of the Overton Hospital 
whit h 
has

morgue. 
Tickets pinned to white sheets over 
tin* young lifeless forms laid side by 
side in tin* open air carry the names 
oi 
the victims 
Under many of the 
sheets, th** bodies were unrecogniz­ 
able, so horribly were they battered 
One ticket carried the name of Bobbie 
Robert . Ion all that was left of Bobbie 
was a » rushed leg, a battered skull 
and a maimed chest. 
Hundreds of embalmers, who volun­ 
teered their services, ive re working on 
th** unclothed victims to prepare them 
for burial today. In garage sheds and 
in hospital halls in Henderson, Over­ 
ton. Tyler and other towns the white- 
< lad gowned morticians performed as 
great crowds of men and women, boys 
anti girls pressed close in curious in­ 
terest, 
Some turned aw ay seem ingly 
ill. 
Hundreds of caskets have been ship- 
!». cl here and to other nearby towns 
u« hold the dead. 
Th. tragedy has brought the biggest 
de mand rn Texas history for medium­ 
sized c ask. is. Ordinarily, it was point­ 
ed out. there is the least demand for 
this size, and few are kept in stock.

C itizens have scarcely any information about 
Bill N um ber 2 2 8 , and consequently have had no op­ 
portunity to form an opinion about it, or to express 
their opinions to their representatives in Harrisburg. 


We are printing this article today to explain the 
proposed Store TaxTo our customers and other voters 
throughout the State. 
We believe that if the people 
of Pennsylvania understand the bill, most of them will 
see at once that they will be out of pocket if the bill 
becomes a law. 


House Bill Number 228 places an enormous tax 
on chain stores. 
That, in a word, is the Store Tax, 
which to the casual reader would seem entirely un­ 
related to himself or his family. 


But the Store Tax is in reality a tax on you, a 
concealed sales tax on food, the first essential of life.

sell at low prices, and most people will admit that low 
prices in chain stores have been a life saver for many 
Pennsylvania workers during the depression. 


There would be only one way for us to pay the tax. 
IL e would have to raise our prices to you. 


We do not ask you to consider our troubles. The 
Store Tax Act would injure us and our employees, of 
course. 
We simply ask you, as people who work for 
a living and who want to get just as much for your 
wages as you possibly can, to examine House Bill Num­ 
ber 228, and figure out whether it will help you or 
hurt you. 


Your representatives will be governed entirely by 
what you decide.
